the winter feed supply.

winter.

products, such as corn stover, the aft­ 
ermath of the hly field and unsalable 
hay.

enough pasture well fenced to keep 
different grades of cattle separated; 
keeping young heifers In one, young 
steers In another, and the breeding 
herd In the third. 
Also have suffi­ 
cient pens and shelter ipr these dif­ 
ferent classes of cattle in the win­ 
ter. 
An open shed with a windbreak 
Is sufficient for the protection of cat­ 
tle In this climate. 
Aa t/> the herd itaelf, if forced to 
buy cattle, buy ' as high grade indi* 
vidua?* as possible, provided the price 
is not exorbitant. 
Usually for a sm all 
premium above m arket price, a grade 
of rattle can be bought which would 
take several generation* to reach in 
grading up. 
if you already have na­ 
tive or scrub cattle, weed out and sell 
vnur poorer individuals.

rase, alw ays use pedigreed or regia- 
tered bulls to sire your calf crop.

Any one who planta a tree should make 
absolutely sure that he baa purchased 
the very best stock obtainable. 
Hav­ 
ing obtained this first-class stock, the 
ore hard hit has an incentivé to givs 
hts trow the heat of care for he is 
sure of the 
results. 
If 
tree* are 
bought from an unreliable nursery or 
a sent, fruit growing becomes a meat 
hazardous proposition for after years 
of hard work and aspease you may 
find yam trees to be worthless seed­ 
lings. Stock should only be purchased 
from a reliable nursery which is uplag 
bearing trees of known 
merit for 
propagation stock. 
Standard varieties qf proven worth, 
that are adapted to your section, or 
your particular soil, should be selected. 
Valuable information en this petal 
can often be gathered by observing 
varieties that are growing in yon* 
neighborhood The reliable 
nursery 
man can ateo kslp you along this line, 
but make absolutely sure that bis * 
reputation is beyond reproach 
* 
Only trees that are free from fung­ 
ous and Insect Injury should b# ac­ 
cepted for planting. Injury from these 
sources are often permanent or may 
kill the tree after being planted 
1 The Fall planting of your stock prill 
give the better resulta in the long run. 
The trees bave a good chance to be­ 
come established before Spring growth 
begins, and a young tree does not re­ 
ceive the set-back 
in 
transplanting 
that takes place hi moving sa older 
tree. The possible higher price of the 
best trees should not influence |pe 
grower to purchase the cheaper stank
